The Prime Minister's warning 
that next month may see the world 
on the fringe of a storm area can- 
not be over-emphasised. A host 
of pressing problems shelved in 
the last twelve months cannot 
longer ,be relegated to the future. 
Britain is pressing strongly fora 
world conference to sort out the 
currency muddle, The disarma- 
ment conference is scheduled to 
begin in February, with Man- 
¢huria providing a serious com- 
plication. A heavy responsibility 
resla on the governments cf the 
Olt and New Worlds to prevent 
catastrophe when eredits 
Irranted to Germany miture. ‘ 

Bound up with all these queg- 
tions, even disarmament, are war 
debts and roparations. — And the 
only antution which suggests itcelf 
is a strengthening of the tics 
which M. Laval and Dr. Bruening 
recently established — between 
France and Germany. Viscount 
Cecil recently stated. that a 
genuine Frunco-German rap- 
prochement would end seventy per 
cont. of the world’s troubles, and 
he struck 'thesnail squarely on the 
head. A revision of reparations is 
essential. It is useless to brook 
the fact. In answer to Germany's 
claims to revision, her ercditors 
have always referred her to Wash- 
ington, pointing out that they havo 
agreed to concel ‘ two-thirds of 
Germany's reparations in return 
for a cancellation of war debts. 
Thia has proved 2 complete atum- 
‘bling-block hitherto,-but there Is 
reason to believe that one of tho 
results of the visit of M. Laval to 
Washington a few weeks ago was 
a tacit understanding that, at last, 
America is prepared to discuss re- 
adjustment of war debts according 
to ‘the capacity of her dobtors to 
pay, which means, in the last 
analysis, tho capacity of Germany 
to pay, F

She hns to face the possibility that 
she will be divested of her short- 
term capital on March 1. The 
export trade ‘ia being pushed tre 
mendousty in order to pay off com- 
mereial creditors: But it is aa 
uphill task and one which has-been 
rendered doubly dificult by Bri- 
tain’s forced abandonment of the 
gold standard, causing neighbours 
of Germany to follow ‘suit.

did not fulfil the wish of the 
masses to the letter, at. least show- 
ed a sweet rensonablencas at the 
end und gave them the power.they 
were secking, If they abuse that 
power and misuse their time in 
staging comic operas, it does not 
atgur well for the future pros- 
perity of the country. But what- 
ever view is taken, the “Gullt Com- 
mittco’s” sentence remains for the 
world to chuckle over, and thus 
forget, for 1 moment, its cares and 
troubles, !

on which'to base his choice ba- 
fore his attention is diverted by 
the more specious appeal of coach 
finish and equipment. 

With the new models or at any 
rate 2 number of them, available 
for trial two or three weeks ho- 
fore the Show opena, the business 
is considerably simplified, and the 
man or woman who {s looking, as 
so many are doing now, for a car 
which will give them = faithful 
service for at least two-or three 
years, will be well advised to apply 
{o the local agent for, at all events, 
a brief trial run before going to 
the Show. It is much better to 
take one’s list of possible choices 
to Olympia with certain facts 
about performance and comfort 
‘established than to allow oneself 
firat of all to succumb to the up- 
peal of features which are of 
secondary importance. 

Look for Prime Faults. 

The best principle on which to 
set about the business is to look 
for prime faults. The first of 
these is heavy wandering or in- 
definite stecring.

A. Wonderful, Achievement of British 


Engineering

forth’s three kilomotre world’s 
speed record of 408.8 m.p.h. ‘isn 
fitting companion to Flight Licu- 
tenant J, N. Boothman’s previous 
atiecess in the Sehnglder Trophy 
contest at 340 mph. Both these 
speed triumphs were secured with 
a certainty that has excited univer: 
anal admirntion, and in both the 
power unit was a Rolls-Royce 
twelve-cylinder acro engine. 


It would take a volume ‘to tell 
the entire story of how the Vickers 
Supermarine Rutls-Royce SG6B sea- 
plane was developed to that stage 
when it proved itaclf to be un- 
beatable, The, work that has been 
done would have to be traced back 
for many yenra, and ita ramifica- 
tions are countless, But xome 
brief account may here be given of 
the problem which the designers 
and constructors faced, and of the 
means they used to,solve it. 


Previous experience in the de- 
sign of high-speed seaplanes. had 
‘shown that, in order to Jnerease 
xpeed, there were three chief re- 
quirements to be fulfilled by the 
engine. ft must give more power, 
it must be lighter and its frontal 
nren must be less ‘for a given 
horee-power than previons — ene 
ines. 


Seeming Limit. 


For the 1929 Schneider’ Trophy 
race the Rolls-Royce Company had 
developed their “R” engine until 
it seemed to have attained the 
limits in these three things, — It 
ynve more than 1,900 horse-power, 
it weighed 1,5301b., and its height 
and width were 40in. and 30in, 
reapeetively, The engine had 
twelve cylinders with na bore and 
stroke of Gin, and 6.6in. It there: 
fore gave a Horse-power per 100 
cit. ins, of nearly 90, an astonish- 
ing figure, as will be appreciated 
when it in remarked that the nor- 
mal nero engine gives about 
87.8 h.p. per 100 cu. ins. und the 
moderately sugercharged engine 
about, 40.5 b.h.p, per 100 eu, ins. 


The cngine could well claim to 
be the lightest and most compact 
prime mover . for _ its ~power, .in 
existence. Nothing had_ previous- 
ly upproached near to the figures 
attained by that 1929 Rolls-Royce 
racing engine, But to-its high 
power output and low weight must 
be added its reliability. ‘When 
ticking over this engine ran as 
smoothly and as well as a normal 
low duty engine, and in“the 1929 
tuce none of the British machines 
experienced any ' mechanica 
trouble whatever. It will be re- 
called that in 1929 the average 
speed for the entire course of over 
217 miles was 9328.63 miles an 
hour, a record which was set up 
by. the Inte Flight Lieutenant 
HW, R. D. Waghorn. : 


The 1929 Record. 


Flight Lieutenant Atcherley, 
with the same engine, set up a new! 
world’s speed record for the 100 
kilometres concurrently with the 
race. The figure he obtained was 
331.76 m.p.h. After the race, fol- 
lowing a plan similar to that which 
has been followed this year, 
Squadron Render Orlebar, ngain 
with the same engine, established 
a world’s record for the three kilo- 
metres with an average speed of 
367.7 m.ph, : 


It was the engine that had 
already accomplished these fents 
that was used ‘as the nucleus of 
the 1931 Rolls-Royce - racing 
engine. It seemed in 1929 as if 
the last ounce of power had been 
wrung from that engine; but if the 
Schneider Trophy was to-bo won 
again in 19931 more power had to 
be obtained somehow. Work was 
therefore begun on raising the 
power of the 1929 engine and 
modifying it so ns to enable higher 
xpeeds to be reached. 


The engine was gone over with 
the aim of — reducing - 
wherever possible. Every nut and 
bolt was’ scrutinised to see if a 
slight saving might not be offectod.. 
The work was extremely costly and 
oxtremely .difficult. At the same 
time that the weight was being 
reduced more and more power was 
squeezed ont of the ongine. It 
wos run on the tost bench until 
somo weakness became apparent, 


New probloms_jiad to be faced 
nlmoat every day; the organisation 
atone, which formed the back- 
ground to this technical effort, was 
an unprecedented ‘task, Tho 
afforta of Franco and Italy, both 
of which countries had the full 
resources of their Governmonts 
behind them, to be ready in time 
fo race againat Great Britain 
deserve the fullest recognition; 
but in the event they were not ablo 
to be'ready in time. That, fact 
alone, perhaps, gives: a better 
measure of the magnitude of tho 
trak than any other. Two of tho 
leading air Powers in the world 
wore not able to complete their 
preparations for the raco in time. 


Compare the results of the 
Iritish development. The 1931 
engine used by Flight Licutenant 
Beothman uives 2,300, b.h.p. at 
3,200 rpm. and weighs = 1,63b. 
Thuan nearly 144 hp. are developed 
for every lb. welght, The incrense 
in power on the 1929 engine in 21 
per ‘cent., while the Increase In 
weight ia only GY per cent. The 
volume of tho engine remained the 
tame, so that the output whethdr 
regarded on a weight basis or on 
a volume basis is truly pheno- 
menal, 


The Super-Chorger. 


Much was due to the special 
supercharger. Thia draws in alr 
on both sides of the rotor, whila 
the air intnke channel is shaped 
ao that the air ia compressed and 
then its flow retarded by the 
divergence of the ‘channel before 
it renches the carburetter. Tho 
reduction in kinetic energy pro. 
duces a gain in pressure energy 
This type of air intake Is a Rolls- 
Royce patent and [s now in uso 
on many Service aircraft, 


During development of . the 
engine the aim wns to run one 
hour at-full power. The attain- 
ment of this objective was fraught

and thon Sir Henry Royce, in con- 
sultation with Mr.-A. J, Rowledge, 
would decide upon the modifica- 
tions necessary; they would be 
incorporated, and further . test 
runs would take place. 


Against Time. 


A dato had been fixed for the 
Schnoidor Trophy. raco, and {it was 
essential to-have the engines ready 
by that data. Thorne who havo 
followed mechanienl racing in any 
of its forms will appreciate tho 
magnitude of the. task -involved., 
No thought coujd bo given to: keep- 
Ing.down tho oxpendituro df e'ther 
time or moneys an intense concen. 
tration of effort—whioh can have 
beon only dimly. appreciated by 
those thousandt: who’ watchod 
Flight, Lioutenant Boothman flying 
round tho course with such perfect 
regularity on the day of the race 
~—was demanded: :' i 


with many difficulties... By the 
end of April the experimental 
engines would usually Inst about 
20 minutes before there was some 
kind of failure. By the middle 
of July they would still do only 
about-half nn hour-non-stop, -. But. 
on the 8rd. August a run of 58 
minutes was done at 2,360 bhp, 
and the hour non-stop was finally 
agzonmplishel on the 12th at 2,350

And ns the 1929 machine was un- 
ticntable by the alrcraft designers 
and constructors of the ontire 
world, s0 the: 1931 machine has 
proved unbeaten. Before its 
effictency, its, reliability and its 
apeed, the foreign chailone for 
the Schneider rnce collapsed. 

In essentials the Vickers Super- 
marino SGB remains the samo as 
the SG of 1929. It is low wing, 
twin-flont monoplane built of stecl 
and duralumin.. It ‘carries its 
‘petrol in the floata and [ts ofl in 
the tall fin, whlle almost the entire 
aurface of wings and flonts is 
occupied by surface radiators. for. 
cooling the engine water. But 
although externally the machine 
aeems much the same, it actually 
embodies many vitally important 
modifications, , 

The experience of 1929 prompt- 
ed some interesting changes and 
the introduction of new fentures. 
The efficiency of tho of] system, for 
example, was increased by 40 par 
cent., and hot ofl from the engine 
entering the off radiators was 
actually cooled 60 degrees contri- 
grate before it reached the outlet 
on the way back to the power 
plant. The coolers are located 
along the sides of the fusclage as 
fnr aft as the tail unit, and the 
pilot therefore alta in a cockpit 
with oil much hotter than bolling 
water flowing through pipes on 
cither side. \ : 


The Greatest Dificulty, 


Dissipation of unwanted heat is * 
perhaps the greatest difficulty con- 
fronting the designar of n racing 
aeroplane.

The magneto must be consider: 
ed as the heart of thy engine and, 
like the human body, if the heart 
doves not function properly the 
body cannot work with the maxi- 
mum of efficiency. The fanetion- 
ing of the engine, its smooth run- 
ning, its capabilities measured {in 
horse-power, is dependent on.the 
magneto and the spark it produces 
for ixniting the gases in’ the 


tylinders. 


It ik a fact that the perform- 


“unce of the engine enn be seriously 


affected by the magneto, as, for 
instance, when the throttle of the 


‘engine is opened rapidly, the speed 


of the engine must rise rapidly 
alao, and if the magneto bas not 
the capability, then the rise In 
speed may be very slow; also, the 
magneto must be capahle of kus. 
tained running at very high speeds 
and produce the sparks regularly 
without a mia, Not only mint:

the Atlantic in 1919, . They were

STRANGE STORY TOLD 
-IN COURT. 


London, Oct 14, 

The alleged. victimisation of two 
women was told at the Old Bailey 
yesterday when Roy Champernowne 
Jefferies, aged 26, pleaded not 
guilty to charges of obtaining 
£1,165 by falso- pretences from 
Mrs. Jessic Goulo and ateoling 
£300 from Mra. Eleanor Sophia 
Webber. : 


Sir Percival Clarke (prosecut- 
ing) said that Mrs. Goule, who was 
over 60, met Jefferies at an hotel 
in Kensington and sympathised 
with him because he appeared to 
have poor health. 


Ho told her that he owned 
Dartington Hall, near Totnes, 
Devonshire, said Sir Percival, and 
that he had como to London for six 
months’ health treatment under Sir 
John Bland-Sutton. It .was also 
alleged that he told Mrs. Goule that 
an aunt of his was Lady Peel, one 
of the richest women in Europe: 
another aunt was the Duchea of 
Norfolk and his uncle was the 
Bishop of Madagascar, and that he 
wasn friendly with Lady Maud 
Trefusis. 


Jefferies, it was alleged, induced 
Mrs. Goule to part with her money 
on the pretence of investing it on 
her behalf in certain shares. 


Hotel Bills, 


Whon arrested, he said, o num- 
ber of bills from a fashionable 
hotel in Sussex were found in an 
attache case, showing that he paid 
£29 or £30 a week for accommoda- 
tion for himself. chauffeur. secre- 
tary, purses, and dog, Mrs. Goule 
was ruined. 


Regarding the second charge, 
Sir Percival Clarke said that Mrs. 
Webber kept a private hotel at 
Bayswater, and Jefferios took.a 
suite of rooms there at £14 148.0 
week. : 


It was alleged that he told hor 
that his uncle was Sir George 
Jofferies, that Lady Cholmondeley 
was his cousin, and that he owned 
the village of Dartington. He per- 
suaded hor to sell certain shares 
for £300, and ha-took-the money

By preparing 
their proposals with care and con- 
vincing other nations that they 
would be to their Interest as well 
as to our own they could make a 
most useful contribution. 

Jandon and Germany. 

He pointed out that London had 
been | largely instrumental — in 
financing Germany during the 
the past ten years and thereby 
enabling her to carry on her 
international trade and pay her 
reparations, The advances’ made 
by British financial houses had 
not been of a speculative charac- 
ter, They were founded on the 
hest type of security known (to 
the market. 

It was clear, said Mr. Baldwin, 
that the security of these obliga- 
tions muat nol be endangered by 
polical debts.
